DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/14/201 1 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed 10/14/201 1 has been entered. Currently claims 1 , 
4-1 0, and 1 2-1 5 are pending and claims 2, 3, and 1 1 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 4-1 0, and 1 2-1 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants arguments in both the personal interview on August 2, 201 1 and their 

Remarks filed 10/14/201 1 are persuasive in that neither Tadayuki et al. '268 nor 
Tadayuki et al. '063 anticipate applicants' claims because they do not teach the two very 
specific compounds (c) now being claimed in claim 1 . Applicants' arguments are 
persuasive to the fact that there are not enough teachings amongst the broad swath of 
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Art Unit: 1785 

compounds in the references that would have led one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
clearly envisaged the two specific compounds (c) of claim 1 . 

Applicants arguments that neither Tadayuki et al. '268 nor Tadayuki et al. '063 
render obvious applicants' claims because there are unexpected results of the presently 
claimed compounds as seen from the Declarations filed under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 on 
03/07/201 1 and 12/15/201 1 are persuasive. Applicants have made a proper 
comparison between the closest prior art compounds and the presently claimed 
compounds and have shown a synergistic effect at least with regard to the sensitivity of 
curing for a film including the inventive compounds.
